Once established, Alfalfa often lasts from three to seven years, producing three or four cuttings per year. AI- 
falfa can be seeded alone or can be sown in a mixture of red clover, alsike and timothy. Generally, best results 
are produced when it is seeded alone, sowing 15 to 20 pounds of seed per acre, or with brome grass or S-37 (late 
variety) orchard grass.

Sorghum or Fodder Cane 


Forage varieties of sorghum and corn mixed with soy beans are being 
used more each year for silage, the early-maturing varieties of corn 
being the most important in the northern counties. Silage sorghums with 
corn produce a good grade of roughage with a somewhat higher yield 
than corn alone. Silage from fodder cane can be stored for a longer time 


than corn silage without material loss of quality. 


Black Amber Cane (sorghum) is the earliest and best adapted for 


growing in the North. Grows 6 to 9 feet tall. 


For silage we recommend the following mixture per acre: 114 bushels 
of soy beans, 20 pounds of amber cane and 1 peck of early-maturing corn. 
This can be sowed with a grain drill and harvested with a green crop 
harvester. Silage from this mixture produces more and higher quality 
feed than corn silage alone; cattle relish it better. See Price-List. 


Walser Soy Beans 


Soy Beans 


On land too poor to grow clovers, Soy Beans can be 
made to produce great quantities of feed and will in- 
crease the fertility while doing it.
